Now the Tabernacles mentioned, are judged by A/am- 
mond, and other Learned men, to have been of the Na- 
ture of the filver frrines of Diana, Little Temples, with 
Puppets ot Images in ’em (like a Box of Beads and 
Crucifix) which they could eafily carry with’em, and 
kecp undifcover’d ; tho thefe relating to larger Temples 
very probable the Saccoth, Tabernacles, or Temagles 
of Veavs (as the other of Dizaa) into which the J/raelises 
fometimes turn’d their own Tents and Tabernacles, as 
in the #’cr/"ip of Baalpecr before mentioned.

Anubss from 
Anobeah, L atrator in the Hebrew, is called €yon in Greek, 
as Plutarch witnefles, whom he thinks the &me with Sa- 
iuvn ; whence perhaps our Cuno Belin; the fame with 
Malich-Belus. The Sum is Szturn, being, Antiently 
call Remphan in Egypt, as Chiun amoung the Arabians, 
the Seventy ufe the word by which he was known ia 
that Country. The Ster of this their God feems to have 
been fome little Images of that Star, like the Taberna- 
cles beforementioned.
